DETAILED ACTION 
Drawings 

The drawings are objected to as failing to comply with 37 CFR 1 .84(p)(4) 
because reference characters "5" and "6" have both been used to designate control 
cam. A proposed drawing correction or con'ected drawings are required in reply to the 
Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. The objection to the drawings 
will not be held in abeyance. 

The drawings are objected to as failing to comply with 37 CFR 1 .84(p)(4) 
because reference character "5" has been used to designate both adjusting sleeve and 
control cam. A proposed drawing correction or corrected drawings are required in reply 
to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. The objection to the 
drawings will not be held in abeyance. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made In this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

With respect to Claim 1 , Wallace et al (4,403,532) discloses a hand-held power 
tool, comprising a housing 20, a motor-driven shaft 14 for driving a working tool and 
extending in the housing 20 (col. 2 lines 3-8), and a torque cut-off device for presetting a 
torque of the driving shaft 14 and having a control device (col. 3 lines 54-60), the control 
device having a rotatable control sleeve 52 with a control cam having at least two cam 
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sections 48,50 and a control element 56 secured in the housing without a possibility of 
rotation but with a possibility of an axial displacement relative to a rotational axis of the 
control sleeve 52 and including at least two probing sections 26 cooperating with 
respective cam sections 48,50 for presetting the torque of the driving shaft 14 (col. 2 
lines 7-8, col. 3 lines 35-49 {Figs. 2 and 3}). 

With respect to Claim 2, Wallace et al discloses a hand-held power tool 
according to Claim 1, wherein the cam sections 48,50 extend, respectively, about the 
rotational axis of the control sleeve 52 over an angle of 360° (col. 3 lines 3-21). 

With respect to Claim 3, Wallace et al discloses a hand-held power tool 
according to Claim 1 , sections 48,50 are formed as annular sections coaxial with each 
other and are an-anged about the rotational axis (col. 3 lines 35-42 {Figs. 2 and 6}). 

With respect to Claim 4, Wallace et al discloses a hand-held power tool 
according to Claim 1 , wherein cam sections 48,50 act parallel to a longitudinal direction 
of the shaft 14 (col. 3 lines 35-43). 

With respect to Claim 7, Wallace et al discloses a torque cut-off device for 
presetting a torque of a driving shaft of a hand-held power tool, comprising a control 
device having a rotatable control sleeve 52 with a control cam having at least two cam 
sections 48,50 (col. 2 lines 3-8, col. 3 lines 54-60) and a control element secured in a 
housing 14 of the hand-held tool without a possibility of rotation but with a possibility of 
an axial displacement relative to a rotational axis of the control sleeve 52 and including 
at least two probing sections 26 cooperating with respective cam sections 48,50 for 
presetting the torque (col. 3 lines 35-49). 
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Allowable Subject Matter 
Claims 5 and 6 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, 
but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of 
the base claim and any intervening claims. 

Conclusion
